Inventing this grafting technique, he squeezed thousands of years 
of research into a few. The results of his work, from potatoes to apples to EVERY domesticated fruit, vegetable or flower, are what we grow today’. 
The Burbank Potatoe Quadrupled World Production in One Year. Luther Burbank never needed a lot of space. In his lifetime he con- 
ducted over one hundred thousand series of experiments and changed the world on less than three acres of land. 


DENNIS ROBERT HOAGLAND, 1888-1949, was the inventor of the “four salt Hoagland solution” from which all HYDRO-

B. Maximum SiZE and WEIGHT before death of (a) root, (b) shoot, (c) fruit—known as the “root to shoot to fruit ratio” 
was the absolute goal.

WE NOW KNOW an aquacous (water) 
based nutrient solution surrounding the root system without a “buffer” to protect the roots creates a “water root —a thick, fleshy root that has layered it 
self with “fat™ to protect itself. Nowhere near the amount of root surface area is produced hydroponically (water based) as when the roots are buffered 
against excess concentrations by a soil medium. 

WE NOW KNOW that the soil mediums used by Dr. Hoagland, such as perlite vermiculite, and sand have no buffering action or “CATION EXCHANGE 
CAPACITY” (C.E.C.). The CATION EXCHANGE CAPACITY of a soil medium is the ability of that medium to ABSORB AND RELEASE a nutrient solu 
jon, The cation exchange capacity of the soil medium protects the root system and allows It to produce thousands more root structures, producing thou. 
nds more square inches of root surface area. The greater the root surface arca, the more efficient the nutrient uptake for faster frowth. 

The early 1900s did not have the advanced technology of 1986. Equipment for testing nutrient solutions and plant tissue such as the gas-liquid chrom 
otogtaphic assay (GLC), Thin-Layer chromotographic assay (TLC) and sophisticated atomic absorption equipment were not available. 

With the aid of the computer since 1951, the medical profession by comparison has advanced in the last 30 years more than in the preceding 2,000 years.

1 want 
broadcasting as free as other 
media, from movies to maga 
zines, from Tshirts to tabloids, 
in expressing views and in 
enlightening us about our socie- 
ty and the world.

“If they pass it again, I would advise the 
President to react to it the same way he has in 
the past—to vetoit,” Gary L. Bauer, Reagan’s 
domestic policy advisor, said.

The NORML Awards for 
Worst Performances in the 


“War on Drugs”

Working at NORML’s office can be an intense 
‘experience. We get calls everyday from the many 
victims of marijuana prohibition: people who have 
lost their jobs to urine tests, been arrested for 
marijuana, and who are just discovering how 
frustrating our criminal justice system realy is. 

In this column, I'dlike to do abit of reminiscing 
‘over the past year's events, and present my 
awards for the worst performances in the "War 
On Drugs.” Ican assure you that, due to the large 
number of nominees, it was tough to pick the win- 
ners. If the outrageous hypocrisy of these award 
winners motivates you to the point of getting ac- 
tive, please contact NORM 

The And This Is Our Top Educator? 
Award goes to the Secretary of Education, 
William Bennett, who said he is less concerned 
about youngsters who drink beer than those who 
take drugs. He was quoted by The Washington 
Times, They are not morally equivalent. ...When 
‘one buys into drugs one is first of all supporting a 
widespread criminal conspiracy....”” This despite 
the fact that more teenagers abuse alcohol than il 
legal drugs. College administrators have cited 
alcohol as the biggest problem on campus. The 
president of American University in Washington, 
D.C. said recently that many schools experience 
alcohol-related deaths each year, but until the re- 
cent Len Bias incident, no college had reported a 
cocaine-related fatality. 

‘The Never Disappoints You Award goes to 
Attorney General Edwin Meese Ill for saying that 
businesses should consider “surveillance” to check 
up on employees’ drug use in such places as locker 
rooms and nearby bars. He was quoted by The 
Washington Post, "Management must also indicate 
its willingness to undertake surveillance of problem 
areas, such as locker rooms, parking lots, shipping 
and mailroom areas, and nearby taverns if 
necessary.” 

The Putting Foot In Mouth, Administra- 
tive Category Award goes to former White 
House Drug Advisor Carlton Turner, who in- 
formed us in October that marijuana can lead to 
homosexuality. When he visited a drug treatment 
center for patients under 18, he found that roughly 
40 percent of the patients had engaged in homo- 
sexual activity. Turner was quoted in Newsweek, 
“fe seems to be something that follows along from 
their marijuana use.'" Turner's remarks provoked 
criticism by experts on drugsand gays. When asked 
about Turner's assertions concerning pot and 
homosexuality, however, one White House aide 
groaned and said they didn’t want to get involved. 


In December of 1986, Turner resigned from the 
White House: he isnow the chief executive officer 
for a urine-testing firm. 


The Worst Legislation, Federal Category 
‘Award goes to Section 352 of the Omnibus Drug 
Bill of 1986 that passed the House of Represen- 
tatives. The section states, “Any customs 
officer. ..who needs assistance in making any ar- 
rest, search or seizure that is authorized under any 
law thats enforced or administered by customs of- 
ficers may, after identifying himself or herself as a 
customs officer, demand the assistance of any per- 
son, Any person who, without reasonable excuse, 
neglects or refuses to assist a customs officer after 
proper demand under this subsection is guilty of a 
misdemeanor and subject to a fine of not more 
than $1,000." 

The Worst Legislation, State Category 
Award goes to Alaska State House Bill #55. It will 
recriminalize marijuana possession and cultivation, 
which is bad enough. Even worse are the “medical 
findings” contained within; one section states 
“although it may take a heavy cigarette smoker as 
long as 20 years to develop lung cancer, one mari- 
juana cigarette a day may cause lung eancer in three 
years.” My favorite is Section Five: “Marijuana 
causes schizophrenia, illusions, and hallucinations, 
including dulling of the senses, creating the possibil- 
ty that the user is unable to respond to body 
signals.” 

The Worst Political Platform Award goes 
to Pierre S. du Pont, along shot for the Republican. 
presidential nomination, who needed some media 
attention for his campaign kickoff. AsLou Cannon 
‘of The Washington Post pointed out, “he [duPont] 
is near the front of the pack in understanding the 
‘dynamics of political hysteria.” Ifelected, he would 
institute mandatory urine testing as a prerequisite 
to obtaining a driver's license nationwide 


‘The Putting Foot In Mouth, Police Depart. 
ment Category Award goes to the Washing- 
ton, D.C. police, who in February decided that 
they needed to crack the Rastafarian community's 
supposed cocaine connection. They assumed that 
they would find hundreds of thousands of dollars in 
cocaine profits, as well as a large amount of 
‘automatic weapons. Operation Caribbean Cruise 
netted a stunning 27 arrests and found less than 
$20,000. All chis while using a major proportion of 
police manpower (which included breaking down 
the doors of the wrong people) as wells totally in- 
sulting Washington's Caribbean community. And 
who can blame them for their anger? Fact sheets 
distributed to the police involved in the operation 
described Rastafarians as violent, cocaine-dealing, 
communistic, pope killers. (The D.C. police lieute- 
nant who supervised the operation was recom- 
mended for demotion for his conduct.) 

The Geraldo Rivera Award goes to 
Arizona's Maricopa County Sheriff Richard 
Godbehere. The lessons of Ronald Reagan's cam- 
paign style (Hollywood production) have not been. 
ignored. Godbehere evidently needed some 
favorable publicity, and what could be better than a 
nice drug bust? With that in mind, Godbehere hired 
apilot to fly marijuana in from Mexico and conve- 
niently arranged to have the media present to film 
the "heroic" bust. In April of 1986, two 
unemployed men were hired to drive a load of co- 
caine and marijuana. They were arrested when the 
truck was loaded. The county refused to pro- 
secute either case.

Category Award goes to the DEA for the 
following story: “Pot Scarcity Hikes Cocaine De- 
mand As Price of Marijuana Climbs, More Turn To 
Harder Drugs."

‘The Drug Pork Barrel Award goes to the 
National Partnership to Prevent Drug and Alcohol 
‘Abuse. The wasting of taxpayers’ money isnothing 
new, and thusit suprises no one that drug education 
funds don’t always get used for drug education. In 
‘April it was announced that the National Partner- 
ship, which lists Nancy Reagan as Honorary Chair- 
person, and Edwin Meese as Honorary Vice- 
Chairperson, had apparently misspent over half a 
milion tax dollars. Amongitsachievernents was the 
formation of exactly one local partnership, and the 
resignation of severalof itstop executivesas wellas 
the resignation of the Justice Department's direc- 
tor of Juvenile Justice, the man who approved the 
controversial grant to begin with. All this after 
spending $700,000 of its original million-dollar 

rant! 

FrThe Don't They Ever Learn Award goesto 
a Connecticut parent organization called COPE 
Scare tactics passing as drug education are nothing 
new, astheir story demonstrates. The Community 
‘Outreach to Parent Education (COPE) is leading 
the way in bringing back some ridiculous reefer 
madness stories. In their newsletter of June, 1986, 
under “Marijuana: The Hard Facts," we find seve- 
ral outright errors: “One year of marijuana smok- 
ing is equivalent to 20 years of one to two packsa 
day of cigarette smoking.” My all-time favorite is 
also included: “There are also documented cases of 
marijuana causing breast development and other 
feminine characteristics due to decreased testo- 
sterone, the male hormone.” COPE is affiiated 
with the United Way and Nancy Reagan's National 
Federation of Parents for Drug Free Youth 

The You Call This Success, Just Say No 
Category Award goes to the First Lady. How 
about the impact of the “Just Say No" campaign? 
Last November Nancy Reagan visited Wood- 
bridge High in suburban Virginia to tout her cam- 
paign’s success. Unfortunately, the two teenage, 
recovering drug addicts that met with the First Lady 
described the impact the anti-drug publicity actually 
had on their school. The Washington Times quoted 
Brent Banholzer, “It's about the same as it was a 
year ago. There is less pot, but there is more co- 
caine than ever. There is always about the same 
availabilty, just different drugs."" Another student 
added that drug use was “about the same as ever.” 

Finally, just to make you laugh, the Most 
Sincere Defense Award goes to Louis 
Hruschak, The Washington Times reported that 
the British Columbia farmer was caught with 46 
pounds of marijuana. Hruschak said he found the 
‘marijuana growing in a field and fed it to his animals 
on the advice of a herbalist.

assive resistance is no longer sufficient. 

It is time for action. Urine testing is 

an insult to human dignity. In October 
1987 | will march in New York City to protest 
the subjection of millions of workers to fraud- 
ulent urine tests. 

Will you march with me? Or would you 
rather have your supervisor watch you while 
you urinate into a specimen jar to determine 
if you're fit for employment? 

‘We must march to demonstrate that as 
citizens we protest this unprecedented inva- 
sion of privacy and that we will fight to pre- 
serve our constitutional and human rights. 

We must march to demonstrate that as 
employees we will not cede control over our 
private lives to our employers. 

‘We must march to demonstrate that as 
consumers we will not pay for scam urine- 
testing programs to enrich a small group of 
ex-government officials, consultants, and lab- 
oratory capitalists. 

‘We must march to demonstrate that as 
consumers we stand ready to boycott busi- 
nesses that do not respect and trust their em- 
ployees. 

‘We must march to demonstrate that as 
citizens we have little trust in companies who 
substitute public relations gimmickry for 
proper safety regulations. 

We must march to demonstrate that as in- 
vestors we have little confidence in compan- 
ies stupid enough to waste money on 
ineffectual programs that alienate their em- 
ployees, provide scapegoats for supervisory 
problems, and substitute public relations for 
drug education. 

‘We must march to demonstrate our lack of 
confidence in political leaders who are insen- 
sitive to the concerns of working men and 
women by promoting widespread urine test- 
ing despite overwhelming evidence that urine 
tests not only infringe on individual rights but 
aren't even accurate. 

We must march to demonstrate that our 
dedication to justice outweighs our oppo- 
nents’ dedication to profits and demogo- 
guery. 

We must march, or stand by while millions 
of careers are threatened unjustly by these 
despicable tests. We may win in the courts, or 
in the bargaining room, or in the legislature 
..-but only when we demonstrate that the 


working men and women of this country op- 
pose urine testing as a condition of employ- 
ment. 

At this point, all that has really been estab- 
lished is that management seems to like urine 
testing, politicians seem to like it, everyone 
else who doesn’t have to urinate into a bottle 
in front of a witness seems to like it, and the 
lawyers who enjoy courtroom work for jus- 
tice of profit are willing to fight it. Isn't it time 
society heard from the people who have to 
take these bogus tests?

The only way 
to accelerate 
the end of 
urine testing is 
to march—to 
protest! 


If you know a lot about the urine-testing 
controversy, you know that these assertions 
are true. However, for the uneducated, | will 
review the facts behind them. 

The issue is the use of urine tests by em- 
ployers to determine fitness for employment. 
The analysis of urine can reveal a lot of infor- 
imation about someone’s private life. It can re- 
‘veal various physical ailments, type of diet, 
pregnancy, medical treatment, drug use, and 
‘other information about the inside of your 
body. However, the reliable analytical tool 
used to identify compounds in urine (a gas 
chromotography/mass spectrometer) is ex- 
pensive, and is not deemed cost-effective to 
mass-test urine samples. Entrepeneurs have 
developed a cheap test, though, and claim it is 
cost-effective. They've sold it to corpora- 
tions around the country along with the belief 
that this test will discourage illegal drug use 
by their employees, and improve their safety 
records and their productivity. The problem 


is that like any cheap imitation, the cheap test 
doesn’t really work as well as the original 

Consequently, the customers buying these 
tests are getting ripped-off and passing on 
the coststo us, the consumer public. Far 
worse, these tests are being used as the basis 
for discrimination against perceived drug 
users. 

The big lie behind these tests is that infor- 
mation about your personal habits can deter- 
mine your fitness for work, and that this 
information is more trustworthy than 
work history, personal references, and 
direct observation. 

Individual freedom is the basis of our econ- 
‘omy, and freedom without privacy is aie. The 
basis of our economy is that you go to work, 
work hard and take pride in it, and when the 
work day is over you go home and enjoy the 
fruits of your labor. Economic prosperity in 
this country is based on this pact between 
workers and their employers, that the 
bosses’ control ends with the workday. It has 
made for a motivated, productive work 
force, and a well-paid one that gladly spends 
its money to maintain the vigor of our econ- 
omy. We do not cede control over our 
private lives to our government, and we are 
not about to cede it to our employers. 

The testing merchants, though, beg to dif- 
fer. They have helped nurture a siege mental- 
ity about illegal drug use, and have used it to 
rationalize an unprecedented invasion of pri- 
vacy. They have told their customers, the 
managers of American business and govern- 
ment, that they can detect drug use accu- 
rately—but they can’t. All sorts of conditions 
can create a false positive and mislabel some- 
‘one as a drug user. In fact, NORML has used 
this fact to prod the Food and Drug Adminis- 
tration to begin more stringent regulation of 
this industry, starting with more strict label- 
ing requirements to minimalize market hype 
about the tests. 

And, as readers of HIGH TIMES, 
NORML members, and many others have dis- 
covered, there are several ways to get a false 
negative for drug use—that is, to pass the 
test. So whatever the companies think they 
will accomplish with testing is a pipedream. 
They're getting ripped off too, and they pass 
‘on the cost to the public. So the only people 
who profit from urine testing are the ex-gov- 
ernment officials whose consulting firms de- 
vise the programs for private industry, the 
labs that run the confirmation tests, and the

TIPS FOR PREVENTING FALSE 
POSITIVES 


1, Never give the first urination of the day. 

2. Drink as much water (or other liquid) as you comfortably can in the days and hours 
prior to testing. 

3, Passive inhalation can register positive, but not for long. It's a case of you might be 
positive the next morning from the night before. A person can be positive in this man- 
ner without having experienced a “high.” A false positive from this source is signifi- 
cantly more probable at a 20 ng/ml detection level than at the higher 100 ng/ml which is. 
often used. 

4. If conditions safely permit, diluting your urine specimen with water helps and labs 
infrequently test for such dilution. 

5. Avoid using over-the-counter drugs when a test date approaches. 

The extent to which over-the-counter drugs and prescription drugs will cause a false 
positive has yet to be fully mapped out and is subject to change as test manufacturers 
try to lesson the phenomenon, but such interference with the tests is extensive. These 
substances listed below have produced false positives for marijuana on the EMIT Can- 
nabinoid Urine Assay according to company literature.

WHY URINE DRUG TESTS GO 
WRONG 


We've already looked at how over-the-counter medications can produce false posi- 
tives. A Las Vegas lab has indicated that 25% of their specimens test positive for am- 
phetamines during cold and flu season, for example. 

Another big reason these tests produce inaccurate results even at better labs is the 
human factor. Not sanitizing equipment after a positive test run or doing so improperly 
can result in false positives, as can clerical errors. In the instance of Veterans Adminis- 
tration Wadsworth Medical Center, it was cocaine on the restroom door that contami- 
nated specimens. 

Finally, there is the unknown. Test makers are learning by doing. There's alot about 
these tests and cross-reactions within the body that nobody understands.

Over 75 per- 
cent of the major court cases on urinalysis 
testing to date have found them to be inva- 
sions of privacy. As stated above, the evi- 
dence that they are inaccurate Is indisputable. 
How can we have confidence in political 
leaders who either don't take the time to see 
how their constituents feel about tests or 
don't care? 

The purpose of a protest march is to dem- 
‘onstrate two things. First, it communicates to 
the rest of the public that a grievance exists. | 
claim that urine testing creates many 
grievances. Whether or not these grievances 
are fair and deserve redress is immaterial. 
That is something for the public to decide af- 
ter we have made our case. Nonetheless, the 
grievances exist, and they are shared by mil- 
lions of Americans. We need to rally these 
people and march, letting the public (and the 
world for that matter) know where we stand. 
Secondly, a protest march demonstrates the 
power of the values that bring us to march to- 
gether. The proponents of urine testing in- 
flame the public's emotions; they prey on fear 
about drugs, a fear some of them helped to 
create while in governmental service. They 
want to make money, but at what cost to the 
rest of us? At a cost to justice, and fairness, 
and to confidence in our leaders. 

Pil be honest with you. It’s not just jus- 
tice and privacy that concerns me. | don't 
make a lot of money in my work. Nonprofit 
organizations don't pay high salaries. That's 
okay, I'm dedicated to my work. But the fact 
is, llive oma tight budget. | can’t afford to pay 
for my utility companies’ desire to test all the 
urine of their work force. I can’t afford to pay 
higher taxes so my government can test all 
their employees’ urine, | can’t afford to pay 
higher prices for consumer goods so the 
companies that make them can test all their 
employees’ urine, whether the tests are accu- 
rate or not! 

NORML will continue to prod the govern- 
ment to tighten the regulation of the urine- 
testing industry, and increase the cost of 
businesses. That will start to get their atten- 
tion, We will continue to join HIGH TIMES, 
Question Authority, Inc., and others in edu- 
cating the public about the tests, and how to

stockholders of their companies. This is 
wrong, 

Telling an employee that he or she must 
submit to a urine test states that the company 
trusts neither the employee nor the supervi- 
sors. It says that despite your work record, 
despite your supervisor's competence, de- 
spite our confidence in our management, we 
just don’t believe you are fit to work here un- 
less this laboratory we've hired at cost says 
you are. This is shoddy management. Shoddy 
management usually produces shoddy prod- 
ucts. Shoddy products should not be pur- 
chased, otherwise shoddy management will 
be rewarded for its incompetence. 

The defense of testing is that public safety 
requires it. The only test that can be given to 
a human to guarantee fitness for a public 
safety related job is to give the person a ri- 
gorous fitness test before they go on duty. 
‘That, along with good supervision and train- 
ing, is how you maintain a competent work 
force. Anything else is a shortcut; it may save 
money but it won't get the job done. If a com- 
pany thinks urine testing will keep its plant 
and operation safe, it’s likely to think that 
testing is a sufficient safety policy and leave it 
at that. Knowing how faulty urine testing for 
off-the-job drug us is, and how irrelevant it 
can be to work performance, how can we 
trust these companies ‘our safety? 

In the long run, companies with bad man- 
agement and disgruntled employees are rife 
with mistrust, incompetence, and poor pro- 
ductivity. | wouldn't invest any of my assets in 
companies with the poor judgment to pry 
into the personal lives of their employees. 
Short-term vision and long-term profits tend 
to be mutually exclusive: You have to choose 
one or the other. 

During my years at NORML | have spoken 
to thousands of people subjected to these 
tests by their employers. They are bitter, 
confused, hurt, and most of all angry. They 
feel betrayed. The most common comment | 
hear is this: “I've worked for this company for 
years, never had an accident, and have done a 
good job at my work. What | do at home is 
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pass or flunk them. The American Civil Liber- 
ties Union will continue to file suit on behalf 
of all of us to preserve our liberty in court. 
The unions will continue to bargain with com- 
panies in an attempt to preserve a trace of 
fairness. Enlightened governments like the 
city of San Francisco's will slowly begin to 
outlaw drug testing. Meanwhile, attorneys 
are steering wrongful dismissal suits through 
the courts and eventually will win huge da- 
mage rewards. Eventually, these market 
forces will destroy the urine-testing industry. 
But how many lives will be ruined while we 
wait for this process to run its course? 

The only way to accelerate the demise of 
urine testing is to march. We must educate 
the public about our grievances. We cannot 
sit idly by and watch this tragedy continue. | 
doubt if I'll have to take a drug test anytime 
soon, but there is more than self-interest at 
stake here. | cannot in good conscience fight 
for reform and offer support for the victims 
‘of these misguided policies while ignoring the 
need to take the offensive and fight these 
tests. 

Until the long-term challenges above do it 
in, urine testing will continue to be big busi- 
ness. Meanwhile. our lack of organized pro- 
test is taken as a signal of weakness, and of 
submission. It’s time to fight back. It’s time to 
march. 

We are still making plans for the march.

Meanwhile, write and call all 
your friends, and tell them to make plans to 
join us in New York in October.

It was directed on location in New 
York City by Curtis Bemhart, whose last 
feature was Kisses For My President\!2) 

Nancy is billed sixth in East Side West 
‘Side, a “woman's picture” starring Bar- 
bara Stanwyck (who will later appear 
with Reagan in Cattle Queen of Mon- 
tana) and James Mason as her cheating, 
high-society husband. Director Mervyn 
LeRoy (The Bad Seed) will introduces 
Nancy to Ron the next year. 

In her next flick, Shadow on the Wall, 
Nancy plays the heroine, “Dr. Caroline 
Crawford,” who hypnotizes a child suf- 
fering from amnesia after witnessing the 
murder of her stepmother; the little girl 
is played by Gigi Perreau, who will later 
appear in Bonzo Goes to College and 
Journey to the Center of Time. The father 
(Zacharay Scott) is about to be executed 
for the crime when “Dr. Crawford” dis- 
covers, through hypnotism, that the vic~ 
tim’s psycho sister was the real killer, 
and that she tried to poison, then drown 
the little girl to keep her quiet. Variety 
said that Nancy was “convincing” and 
that her scenes were the best part of the 
film. The film also stars Jimmy Hunt (the 
Kid in Invaders from Mars) and Barbara 
“June Cleaver” Billingsley.

1950: Nancy manages to meet Ronald 
Reagan under the pretense that she has 
been accused of being a communist 
‘sympathizer (actually, it was another ac- 
‘tress with the same name). Since Ron 
had been a House Un-American Activi- 
ties Committee (HUAC) witness, he 
clears her once-good name, and they 
start dating. 

‘In The Next Voice You Hear, James 
Whitmore (soon to star in Them) is “Joe 
‘Smith, American.” Nancy is wife “Mary 
Smith,” pregnant with their second 
child. Joe works at a factory; Aunt Ethel 
lives with them. The happy family is 
thrown into a state of doubt and confu- 
sion when Joe hears the voice of God on 
‘the radio. For six nights (same time, 
‘same station), God tells Joe that he and 
his family don’t appreciate their bounti- 
‘ful postwar American lives enough. Joe 
is upset and begins to drink, but Mary 
comforts him. One reviewer suggested 
‘that director William Wellman had be- 
‘come senile. If anyone in Hollywood still 
thought that Nancy had commie lean- 
ings, this hard-to-believe classic (and 
her next feature, too) should have 
erased any doubts. 


1951: MGM produces it's a Big Coun- 
try, an eight-part series of self-pro- 
claimed ‘‘propaganda for 
Americanism.” Seven different direc- 
tors make segments about various as- 
pects of '50s American life; an eighth 
documentary segment portrays the con- 
tributions of “Negroes.” in “Four Eyes,” 
Nancy has one of her helpful, under- 
standing roles as “Miss Coleman,” a 
teacher who convinces a stubborn, 
proud Italian immigrant (Frederick 
March as “Papa Esposito”) that it isn’t 
shameful for his near-sighted son to 
wear glasses in America. 

Next comes Night Unto Morning, in 
which Ray (The Thing with Two Heads) 
Milland is a small-town college profes- 
‘sor who becomes a suicidal alcoholic af- 
ter his furnace blows up, killing his wife 
and kids, Nancy, as a concerned widow, 
stops him from jumping out a window 
‘and gives him the will to go on. Night is 
followed by Shadow in the Sky; as 
“Betty,” Nancy is married to James 
Whitmore again. God on the radio was, 
traumatic enough, but this time the cri- 
sis is more realistic. Risking the safety 
of her own children, the selfless Betty in- 
vites her psychotic WW Il brother Ralph 
(Kiss Me Deadly| Meeker to move in. Ev- 
ery time it rains he goes berserk!

and an Irish hospital aide, played by 
Jean (Panic in Year Zero!) Hagen, try to 
help, and the movie ends in a “ridicu- 
lous” dramatic climax—during a thun- 
derstorm! Directed by Fred Wilcox 
(Forbidden Planet). 


1952: Democrat, 6'1" Ronald Reagan 
marries Republican, 5'4” Nancy Davis. 
William (Damien: Owen IN Holden is the 
best man. Seven months later, Patricia, 
who will later live with one of the Eagles 
and date Michael (Beyond the Valley of 
the Dolls; Velvet Vampires) Blodgett, is 
born. Ron has just been dropped from 
his long-running Warmer Brothers con- 
tract, but picks up some quick cash en- 
dorsing Chesterfield Kings at Christmas 
(“I'm sending Chesterfields to all my 
friends”). 

Things stay tough with Nancy's next 
role as “Marge Fontaine,” another 
‘small-town mom, in Talk About a 
Stranger. California senator-to-be 
George Murphy, who had played 
Reagan’s father in This is the Army 
(1943), plays his last film role as Nan- 
cy’s husband. Little Billy Grey (soon to 
become “Bud” on “Father Knows Best”) 
is their son. When his dog is found dead 
outside the home of a mysterious new 
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European resident, rumors start to fly. 
‘Soon the residents of the California clt- 
us town accuse the man of murdering

During the 
next eight years, Ron is G.E. Theatre’s 
host and becomes the company’s 
spokesman, on and off screen. The 
Reagans live in am all-electric G.E. 
house. 


195 6: Nancy stars in The Dark Wave, a 
short about epilepsy. 


1957: The only movie starring Ron and 
Nancy, Helicats of the Navy, is released. 
W's directed hy Nathan Juran, who also 
directs the The Seventh Voyage of Sin- 
bad, The Brain from Planet Arous, and 
The Attack of the 50-Foot Woman—alt 
in the same year! (I'm seriuously inter- 
ested in the Reagans’ opinion of Na- 
than’s other '57 films, all much more 
memorable than the dull Hellcats, which 
is introduced by the real-life Admiral 
Nimitz.) Ron is a submarine commander, 
Nancy an onshore nurse. One of the sub- 
marine crew is in love with Nancy, and 
keeps an 8 x 10 glossy of her under his 
pillow. During an enemy attack, Ron or- 
ders an emergency dive to save the sub, 
but he is forced to leave one man on 
deck, who drowns—the sailor in love 
with Nancy. Ron defends his action as 
that of a good commander, doing what 
he has to do, and he and Nancy meet on 
shore, in the moonlight, to talk about 
their romantic future together. 


1958: Every Nancy article Pve read 
says that Hellcats was her last film.

“| dreamed that | saw a newspaper with rainbows on it being 
read all around the world,” says Aalllem Golem, founder 
and editor of the Sam Franeiseo Oracle. “My dream 
of a newspaper with rainbows on it, with art, imagination, and 
color, excited lots of people.” 

The Oracle was the first psychedelic newspaper. With its 
innovative type designs, pioneering graphics, free-wheeling 
editorial policies, and visionary spirit, it was the model for much 
of the underground press in the ‘60s. Its amazing popularity— 
peak circulation was 125,000, each copy read and hallucinated 
on by five people—was all out of proportion to its brief 
existence (1966-68) and modest finances, showing how the 
attitudes and beliefs of an entire generation could be presented 
in the print media. Its influence lives on, even in the pages of 
HIGH TIMES. 

Its articles reflected the visionary philosophy of a new “Tribe’ 
‘of humans, including now-famous figures like Alan Watts, Allen 
Ginsberg, Buckminster Fuller, and Timothy Leary; as 
importantly, the @meaelle introduced stars of a new counter 
culture: artists like Rick Griffin, Mouse and Kelley, writers like 
Ken Kesey.

The Summer of Love Slide Show 


The spirit of the Summer of Love is perfectly captured ina 
slide-show performance currently being presented around the 
Bay Area. It features author-photographer Gene Anthony, who 
displays photographs from his photo-documentary book, The 
Summer of Love (Celestial Arts, Berkeley); host Tony Seldin, 
the “Vagabond Poet” and multi-media organizer; and the 
founder and editor of the Sam Franeiscoe Oracle, 
Allen Cohen. With music, poetry, documentary slides, and 
history as told by those who made it, The Summer of Love 
slide show is planning to appear around the country. 
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“These examples of blotter acid are true American folklore like whittling,” says Marit 
MeCloud, a collector of meal acid art since the '60s. A member of the Board of the San 
Francisco Art Institute, McCloud will display outstanding items from his collection at the Institute. 
The art spans the entire range of ILSB imagery, from the earliest pioneering efforts of the 60s 
to the most recent prints. “Today, the printing is very high-tech,” says Mie€lloud, “The 
newest sheets are color separated by computer." And, we might add, the imagery too is 
inspired by current trends, like IMilmg) 'Fus€, a nod to the museum show which traveled the 
country recently. The “Monkeys in a Barrel” (“more fun than...” Get it?) variety was produced 
just last year. Not surprisingly, the Grateful Bead sheet, an incredibly precise, 
computerized duplication of Be@adl album covers and road show insignia, is both a tribute to 
the ideas of the original IMlouSe and Mellley art, and to the advanced graphic technology 
which makes such duplication possible—the result is yet another wild twist in the Bxeadl's ongoing 
epic, a history which parallels the story of acid art. 

Alas, Mle€llourd has been forced to “neutralize” his extraordinary examples to be able to 
exhibit them; the stuff is, after all, still illegal. But a way has been found to display the chemically 
altered blotter prints without destroying them (the usua! SW identifying tests disintegrate the 

material), and this summer thousands will have a chance to enjoy this incredible artwork as art, a 
high in itself. 
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‘THE COLORS THAT MARIJUANA 
users are familiar with are those 
that refer to the color of the end 
product—the dried marijuana, 
such as Colombian or Acapulco 
Gold, known for their bright, 
golden colors, or Panama Red, 
known for its coppery or rustlike 
color. These colors primarily 
reflect the effects of the curing or 
drying processes. When heaped. 
ina pile and left to dry in the sun, 
marijuana goes through a 
bleaching process, and to a lesser 
degree, actually composts in the 
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colors and are left in the leaves 
after either senescence or winter 
dormancy has set in. 

Slight differences in hue or 
color occur among strains, even. 


when all the plants are grown in 
the same plot and have been 
manicured and dried under 
identical conditions, However, 
the greatest variation in colors is, 


seen in the living plants. 
Healthy marijuana plants from 
almost all strains are uniformally 
green, haying green stems and 
leaves with only the stigmas 


(hairs) of the female flowers 
developing in a white or cream 
color. Stems, though, may appear 
almost white, through yellow or 
green, to red or deep pusple. 


Most often, red or purple stems 
are due to nutrient deficiencies, 
with a lack of nitrogen (N) or 
phosphorus (P) being the most 
common Causes. There are some 
strains that do have distinctively 
colored stems. One strain of 
French hemp has yellow stems; 
the stem color is used by French 
scientists as 4 genetic marker in 
breeding experiments. 

Leaves, if healthy, are almost 
always green. However, even 
with leaves you can see the 
differences among stcains. 
Afghani or Kush strains 
sometimes have a very deep 
green, bordering on a blue-green 
color. Tropical strains like 
Colombian or Thai are a lighter 
green, more ofa yellow-green 
color, 

Purple leaves are another story. 
Purple leaves don't appear on 
healthy young, plants, Rather, the

was, and still is, inspired by the origi- 
nal underground magazine move- 
ment of the late ‘60s. Tom Forcade, 
HIGH TIMES’ founder, published 
many underground magazines before 
he hit on the successful HIGH TIMES 
formula. Even after HIGH TIMES 
took off like a rocket, he continued to 
support alternative and underground 
publications. He established the AL- 
TERNATIVE PRESS SYNDICATE, 
lent direct support to magazines like 
THE YIPSTER TIMES and ALTER- 
NATIVE MEDIA, and set up a distri- 
bution network that helped 
magazines like TROUSER PRESS 
and PUNK reach a national audience. 

But that’s not the only reason we're 
taking a look at a few of the thousands of 
fanzines, alternative publications, and 
underground magazines that are 
published worldwide every year. Con- 
trary to the lies of the establishment me- 
dia, the underground press didn’t die like 
a fad at the close of the ‘60s. In fact, it 
grew like a monster, covering a wider 
range of subject matter than ever before 
The one common element that unites all 
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fanzine publishers, editors, writers, pho- 
tographers, and cartoonists is that they 
love what they're doing enough to work 
for nothing. 

The most popular form of underground 
"zines is the punkzine. There are hun- 
dreds of publications dedicated to hard- 
core punk, speed metal, and thrash. Most 
punkzines share many similarities: crude, 
amateurish layouts; lots of “borrowed” 
graphics from the "50s, 60s, "70s, and 
80s; scribbles of hand-lettering every- 
where: bizarre comix; and a wide range of 
political diatribe. Like all fanzines, they 
assume the readers’ recognition of, iden- 
tification with, and understanding of ev- 
erything they rant and rave about. Yes, 
they all break the cardinal rule of journal- 
ism, but that’s why they’re called 
fanzines! 

‘The most prominent punkzine is MAX- 
IMUMROCKNROLL. Its form, 100 or so 
magazine-sized pages printed on news- 
print, and content—music and politics— 
owe ‘a lot to the hippie underground 
papers of the ’60s. A typical issue will 
print letters discussing stuff like animal 
rights, marijuana decriminalization, and 
how screwed-up America is, while colum- 
nists might bring up the hypocrisy of 
“punks” and the stupidity of drug testing. 
Overall, the mag contains more anti- 
Reagan ravings and radical politics than 


you could shake an Iranian missle silo at. 
‘Their roundup of every punk scene in the 
world always includes details of places 
you might never think are into punk rock, 
like Peru, Colombia, and even Oregon! 

Another music mag devoted to punk is 
FORCED EXPOSURE. It’s a biggie, with 
over 100 black-and-white newsprint 
pages and a full-color cover, hundreds of 
record reviews, and real, live advertise- 
ments. It provides more coverage than 
you can believe on the giant alternative 
record scene. And it boasts a host of big- 
name contributers: Bryon Coley, Richard 
Meltzer, Howard Wuelfing, Gary Panter, 
Lydia Lunch, Raymond Pettibone, and 
Tom Smith. Like too many fanzines, it 
tends to be too dense for mere mortals to 
plow through, but the letters to the editor 
alone are worth the price of admission 

One of the problems with writing a 
roundup like this is where to set the boun- 
daries. Should I include professional 
magazines that pay people money? (Yes. 
Should I include newsletters? (No.) 
Should I include xeroxzines? 

Xeroxzines are fanzines that have been 
printed on cheap copiers. Many fan- 
zines have been started by workers who li- 
berate their boss's office equipment. 
Fanzine editors who spend a lot of money 
seeing that their work is printed profes- 
sionally sometimes resent being lumped 


in with xeroxzines that don't show the 
same commitment to their work. But 
xerox technology has come a long way in 
breaking down such distinctions. And 
some successful ’zines, like the '70s music 
rag TROUSER PRESS, got its start on a 
copying machine. 

UGLY THINGS is a xeroxzine that 
looks almost as good as the real thing. 
The writing is as good—or better—than 
what you'll find in some ‘zines with much 
slicker packaging. Their slant is on mid- 
60s rock'n'roll sounds and their modern 
equivalents, so if you like the sound of the 
early Rolling Stones, the Pretty Things, 
and the Yardbirds, you'll like this "zine. 
‘The wilder and uglier the group, the more 
editor Mike Stax seems to like “em. 

COUNT 5, “The Party Rock Fanzine,” 
is another good xeroxzine, and a good ex- 
ample of how a low budget can’t stop any- 
one from publishing a good fanzine. 
Although COUNT § covers familiar fan- 
zine material (interviews with rock 
groups like The Chesterfield Kings, the 
Ramones, and the Reducers, TV show 
and record reviews, strange comix and 
weird nostalgia, with some alternative 
politics thrown in), editor Keith Bearden 
keeps everything lively and readable. 

My favorite xeroxzine is SLAMBOOK. 
If you don’t know what a slambook is (I 
didn’t), it'sa high-school fad that involves 
having 26 people or so write down their 
opinions and comments on all kinds of 
subjects. Publisher Ted Gottfried sees the 
alternative music scene as one big high 
school, so he corners people from the 
scene, along with a few celebrities from 
outside of it, and has each semicelebrity 
list their favorite and least favorite things 
in life. Even if you don’t know these p 
ple from Adam, SLAMBOOK is a fasci- 
nating document. Some of the comments 


are hilarious, some revealing, some bor- 
ing. Just like real life. 

N.B.T. (“The Next Big Thing”) is a 
xeroxzine, but it’s also a real piece of 
work. It began way back in 1977, is the 
only original punk fanzine to survive into 
the ’80s, and has only improved over 
time. Almost every page of N.B.T, is 
hand-lettered by editor/publisher Lind- 
say Hutton in a really nice , casual style. 
Each issue is a beautiful artifact, but 
Lindsay should be horse-whipped for not 
making back issues available. Still, you've 
got to admire him for sticking to the same 
vision that steered him to start N.B.T. in 
1977—after all, how many underground 
hippie papers were intact in 1977, ten 
years after the Summer of Love?? 

BREAKTHROUGH, the rock'n'roll 
magazine for drinking people, isa profes- 
sionally printed "zine, 50 black-and-white 
pages with a two-color cover. It’s like the 
ultimate fanzine, packed with so much 
cool stuff, trivia, and good reading that 
you'll treasure it as a genuine collector's 
item. The first issue featured some great 
stuff on the Trashmen (remember “Sur- 
fin’ Bird”?), diary entries by a teenage 
girl about her fave rock combo (written in 
1965), pieces on pro wrestling, a Jetsons 
retrospective, an interview with obscure 
760s rock legends Richard and the Young 
Lions, an article about the Myddle Class 
(whose main claim to fame was having the 
Velvet Underground open for them 
once), and so much more that it would 
take the rest of this magazine to do it 
justice. 

FLIP SIDE is as accurate a guide to 
punk culture as any rag in this place, It’s 


professional but fun, and disseminates 
punk music and culture the way CREEM 
Magazine covered hippie music and poli- 
tics in its heyday. As with most fanzines, 
many HIGH TIMES readers will find lots 
of food for thought here, especially in the 
letters column and comix pages. Since it 
gets pretty good distribution, you might 
want to flip through it the next time 
you're hanging out in your local hip 
bookstore. 

BEAT (short for THE REGGAE AND 
AFRICAN BEAT) isthe magazine of reg- 
gae. There’s lots of stuff on South Africa, 
superstars like Jimmy Cliff and Burning 
Spear, profiles of important culture he- 
Toes, reviews of every important record 
release, and every other aspect of reggae 
culture. They cover reggae as well as any 
magazine in the world covers anything. 
Although BEAT is now a slick, four-color 
national mag, it started in the street. 

Heavy competition for BEAT is REG- 
GAE REPORT, a slick black-and-white 
publication that is also on target. REG- 
GAE REPORT'S professional layout and 
superslick paper stock give me the im- 
pression that it's going for a little more 
commercial and accessible slant on the 
reggae thing. 

FLESH AND BONES is a lot of fun! It’s 
chock full of comix, comic-strip reviews, 
cartoonist interviews, tabloid headlines, 
interviews with bands, psychedelic graph- 
ics, and lots more. It looks like it's a lot of 
fun to put out, so T guess editor-person 
Jeff is having a real blast! This mag is a 
best bet to become an important part of 
the neo-Psychedelic movement 

Also on top of the neo- 


ychedelic 
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heap is 99TH FLOOR, “America’s top 
760s and '80s Teen Punk Rag.” Typical ed- 
itorial material includes '60s song lyrics, 
inside poop on Psychedelic music, and 
typical hippie stuff. Each issue also comes 
witha free flexi-disk, And who else would 
dig up a page of those horrible hippie gags 
from the °60s? (You know, where the hip- 
pie reading the eye chart tells the optome- 
trist, “Sure, I can read it, man—but let me 
dig the symbolism first.”) 

KICKS. Cool name, right? It gets bet- 
ter. KICKS is chock-full of cool stuff, like 
interviews with cool people like Fred 
Blassie and Joyce Randolph (Trixie Nor- 
ton), reviews of cool stuff like the TV 
show “Car 54, Where Are You!,” base- 
ball, White Castle hamburgers, Wanda 
Jackson, and more cool trivia, cool 
comix, cool graphics, and cool info than 
any one person could ever memorize in 
one lifetime!

It boasts a full-color cover, 
100 pages of professional typesetting on 
good paper, in a strange, almost square, 
7 x8¥s" format, with a free 45rpm re- 
cord, It would be a killer magazine if 
Monica Dee, the talented photographer 
whose photos run throughout, could talk 
editor Art Black into cutting out some 
type and running her beautiful photo- 
raphs LARGER and as full pages, be- 
cause the writing doesn’t match the 
package. But the pack: 
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barbarians 
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rock a service in making it more 
appealing. 

BANG! covers the always-happening 
Boston music scene, and seems to have 
more female writers than your average 
fanzine. For instance, issue number 12 
ran a great interview with a VERY sexy 
all-female rock group called The Pando- 
ras, and if you like to read about sexy fe- 
male rock stars who like to get drunk and 
use men as sex toys, check it out. Better 
than Penthouse letters! 

METAL RENDEZVOUS, “America’s 
Ultimate Heavy Rock Magazine,” is ex- 
actly what it says itis. It’s surprising tome 
that there aren’t more heavy metal music 
fanzines out there. Then again, rock writ- 
ers and music critics are supposed to hate 
heavy metal, right? Wrong. Here it is, a 
heavy metal magazine by metal maniacs 
for metal maniacs. 

LOUD! is a brand-new fanzine that 
blends the “who-gives-a-fuck?” arro- 
gance of the punkzine with the heavy 
metal sounds of today. If you'd like to 
read about heavy metal from a street per- 
spective, you'll like LOUD! If you want a 
slick, four-color fan magazine, forget it! 

DAMAGE is the heavy metal mag that 
digs the punk/heavy metal connection. It 
bills itself as “the mag for deaththrashers 
and hard core punks,” does a good job of 
organizing the chaos, and even manages 
to keep a sense of humor and good taste 
about it all. The first issue featured stuff 
on Metallica, Cryptic Slaughter, Savage 
Thrust, Deathchamber, Discharge, Me- 
fisto, and more. 


FACTSHEET FIVE lists everything. 
It’s like THE WHOLE EARTH CATA- 
LOGUE, only it regularly covers the mod- 
ern alternatives. Want to find anything we 
missed? Check FACTSHEET FIVE. 

SOUND CHOICE, “The International 
Journal of Independent Music,” is dedi- 
cated to covering all music and culture 
outside the mainstream. I can’t think of 
too many other mags that would run a 
three-page article on the music of the 
Bayaka pygmies. Editor David Ciaffar- 
dini, like many fanzine editors, is too 
hardheaded for my tastes, but I guess you 
have to be to publish a mag that covers 
“music the mass media CAN'T let you 
hear!” 

BAD SEED is a xeroxzine devoted to 
°50s juvenile-delinquent paperback 
books, and encompasses the whole area 
of J.D. culture. Although this is the only 
mag I could find that covers it, there’s a 
sizable chunk of people out there who are 
really into J.D. paperbacks. If you live in 
an area that has lots of old paperbacks in 
the attics and lots of old bookstores, you 
might want to check out BAD SEED. The 
collector's market for J.D. paperbacks is 
driving the prices way up! 

HONK! is a professional "zine that’s on 
top of the underground comix scene. Re- 
cent cover stories have featured such 
comix culture heroes as Bill Watterson. 
whose “Calvin and Hobbes” is the great- 
est thing to hit newspaper comix since 
Blondie, and Matt Groening, whose self- 
syndicated “Life in Hell” is a big, contro- 


ul 


versial thing in the comix scene right 
now. I only wish HONK! would increase 
and expand their interviews and coverage 
of cartoonists and comix culture, and run 
fewer comic strips. But get it anyhow. 

The first issue of BLAB! is a lavish trib- 
ute to EC Comic books (which, as eve- 
ryone knows, are the greatest comic 
books that have been or will ever be 
published), from all your favorite under- 
ground cartoonists, including Skip Wil- 
liamson, S. Clay Wilson, Richard 
Corben, Robert Williams, Rick Griffin, 
and Gilbert Shelton. Although BLAB! 
was originally conceived as a one-shot, 
publisher/editor Monte Beauchamp 
caught the publishing bug, and the second 
issue of BLAB! will be out as you read 
this, (Don’t let the fact that I wrote some- 
thing for it keep you from buying it!) 

THRASHER is incredible. It receives 
national distribution, runs lots of four- 
color photos and ads, and is over 100 
pages thick, but it’s still executed in the 
cluttered punkzine sty Unlike other 
punkish fanzines, however, it’s not dedi- 
cated to music. THRASHER covers the 
world of skateboarding from skateboard- 
ers’ point of view, and does a great job of 
it. It’s a lot more fun to look at than to 
read, because there’s page after page of 
way-cool skateboard photos, artwork, 
and ads, all guaranteed to blow your 
mind. Even if you're not into skateboad- 
ing, you should pick up an issue of 
THRASHER, so you can see what's hap- 
pening. THRASHER makes the skate- 
boarding scene come alive! 


If you're a gore flick fan, and you 
haven't heard of FANGORIA, just where 
have you been? FANGORIA is the abso- 
lute authority on gore. The four-color 
photography and writing are all top- 
notch, and the ads are a great place to get 
that horrible ugly mask, monster mag, or 
splatter make-up you've looked for ev- 
erywhere, but just can’t seem to find. 

OUTASITE is the original brainchild of 
Chesterfield Kings singer Greg Prevost. 
Published “whenever.” The King’s role in 
the current garage revival should not be 
discounted. The latest issue includes in- 
terviews with the Barbarians, Church- 
mice, and lots of cool Stones pics. 

HERE "TIS just published an incredi- 
ble third issue that includes an eye-open- 
ing interview with Sonics lead guitar 
player Larry Parypa. As we all know, the 
Sonics are probably the world’s greatest 
rock combo. 

Also in the "60s/"80s vein: Montreal's 
LOST MYNDS, West Germany's MYS: 
TERY SCENE, TRIPPIN’ THRU THE 
MIDWEST (published in Council Bluffs, 
Iowa), 23 AFTER (Allentown, Pennsyl- 
vania), TRASH BEAT (Hoboken, Ne 
Jersey). 

Finally, there’s RELIX. I've got a funny 
feeling that most of you know all about 
but I'll tell you anyhow, RELIX is the au- 
thoritative mag dedicated to the music 
that the majority of HIGH TIMES 
readers seem to be into: Grateful Dead, 
Pink Floyd, Dylan, Hot Tuna, Hendrix, 
etc., etc. I'm sure that’s all you need to 
know. Order one and you automatically 


get the order form for all their back 
issues! 


One last warning. Since some fanzines 
are usually run out of a mailbox and not 
from a corporation office, don’t send 
cash. If you'dlike to order any orall of the 
fanzines listed above, write to See/Hear, 
the world’s hippest store, and ask for their 
catalogue (59 East 7th Street, New York, 
NY 10003). And if you are ordering an 
American magazine from a location out- 
side the United States, send two extra 
bucks per order; if you live in Canada and 
are ordering one from the States, send 
one extra buck. 

And if you ever get burned by an 
underground magazine, don’t cry foul. If 
an underground magazine dies before 
your subscription runs out, just figure 
your money has gone to a good cause. 
The amount of energy, work, love, and 
care that goes into the production of a 
fanzine makes its price—any price— 
worth something beyond measuring in 
mere bucks.

VIETNAM 


by Jim Poling 


When Oliver Stone’s PLATOON won its Oscars 
for Best Picture and Best Director, it was rewarded less for being an 
exceptional movie (which it isn’t) than as an acknowledgment of the 
Vietnam war—a war no one wanted to acknowledge 17 years ago 
when Stone first tried to sell the idea. A damning and violent film, 
PLATOON was made by people with brains and a clear objective eye, 
and while not the first film to throw us into battle, one of the first 
to take moral and political apathy to task without getting fogged up in 
rhetoric and finger-wagging. The first Vietnam movie debuted 20 
years ago with THE GREEN BERETS (1968), directed by and starring 
John Wayne. Apparently seeing fit to justify the president he then 
backed (Nixon), the delirious Duke assembled every hack war film 
cliché and applied them in the most loathsome of ways. Its shameless 
propaganda plows ahead with a pride so stupid and obscene that it 
leaves you breathless. 

Protest came two years later, not directly associated with THE 
GREEN BERETS but rather at the damaged mentality that fostered it, 
resulting in a spate of faddish, reactionary attempts to exploit the 
campus revolutionaries who were to become human targets for the 
‘Ohio National Guard. The war was used as a springboard for mushy 
messages, and placing stars (no matter how miscast) under billy 
clubs and tear gas assured a fast box-office dollar. But at least the 
movies gave critics something to work with, since they were desper- 
ately trying to find Vietnam parallels in any form of film violence 
(POINT BLANK, BONNIE AND CLYDE, and even NIGHT OF THE LIVING 
DEAD were said to be about Vietnam). The very worst of the campus 
schlock was GETTING STRAIGHT (1970), in which Elliot Gould re- 
tumed to college after Vietnam duty not to protest but to earn a 
teaching degree, and after much mealy-mouthed banter, puts his 
“priorities” in order while girtfriend Candice Bergen watches proudly 
{as both dodge bullets). Kim Darby and Bruce Davison represented 
all-American idealists in THE STRAWBERRY STATEMENT (1970), 
transformed James Kunin’s noteworthy document of Columbia 
University sit-ins into a riot of overstated fiction. In the profoundly 
silly R.P.M. (1970), Anthony Quinn and Ann-Margret grappled with 
‘the generation gap. Two films that did distinguish themselves from 
these bombs were Haskel Wexler’s MEDIUM COOL (1970), about a TV 
news cameraman’s indifference to disaster, and Antonioni's ZA- 
BRISKIE POINT (1970), which carried its misplaced lovers through 
revolutions, love-ins, and a “solution” to America’s unrest in an apoc- 
alyptic finale that is unfortunately lost on the home video screet 

It would take a few years for Vietnam to resurface; when it 
message alternated between pacifism and outrage. John Wayne even 
made a comeback at the Academy Awards, ironically as a presenter, 
when Peter Davis’ antiwar HEARTS AND MINDS (1974) won an Oscar 
as Best Documentary. Davis’ acceptance speech, as well as the film, 
questioned this country’s twisted notions of heroism. There were no 
accusations, just pleas for peace, but Davis’ remarks prompted Os- 
car host Bob Hope to demand a retraction. No retraction was made, 
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and both Hope and Wayne refused to hide their displeasure. Henry 
Jagiom’s low-budget and highly personal TRACKS (1976) starred 
Dennis Hopper as a soldier suffering from hallucinations and disori- 
entation while accompanying the corpse of a friend on a long train 
ride home. War paranoia and horror saturated ROLLING THUNDER 
(1977), in which a POW returns home to find that his wife and son 
have been murdered. (Lurid but powerful, it was written by Paul Sch- 
rader, whose screenplay for TAX! DRIVER made Travis Bickle the most 
popular Vietnam vet of the decade.) A more literal horror was found in 
Bob Clark's DEATHDREAM (1976), an unusual and audacious thriller 
about a suburban mother’s cursed wish for her son's return home 
from battle—her son turning up as a war casualty-zombie made for a 
very nasty welcome. 

Jane Fonda, who once exploited her war activism in F.T.A. (FUCK 
THE ARMY 1972), later exploited her sympathies in the weepy COM- 
ING HOME (1978), released the same year as the numbingly over- 
rated THE DEER HUNTER (1978), in which the horrors of the Vietnam 
war were practically negated by the tedium and horror of the direc- 
tor’s excess—a depressing and self-pitying wallowing that overshad- 
owed the far more interesting BOYS IN COMPANY C (1977), the first 
film to turn its attention to drugs in the war. Arresting and sobering, it 
was one of the most valid films of the late '70s as it followed the disin- 
tegration of a marine-turned-junkie and a pusher who sees Vietnam 
as nothing more than a new and major connection. Drugs tummed up 
in WHO'LL STOP THE RAIN? (1978), a film likewise lost in the 
‘Nam shuffle, wherein a smuggling scheme goes awry and turns the 
homefront into a Southern California battleground. 

Peter Bogdanovich’s unjustly ignored morality tale, SAINT JACK 
(1979), offered a ct ig Vietnam with Ben Gazzara as a cyni- 
imp whose high-class Singapore whorehouse services, or as he 
puts it “fattens up,” eager and misguided young soldiers bound for 
slaughter after a final fuck. GO TELL THE SPARTANS (1978), which 
takes place in 1964 when U.S. involvement was limited to “military 
advisors,” was problematic in that it played like a conventional war 
film (though not without a conscience), and seemed surprised with 
itself when no heroes turned up in the story. Francis Ford Coppola 
calculated a Vietnam end-all with APOCALYPSE NOW (1979), a film 
as ravishing and unsound in its ideas as it is in its imagery. If its mor- 
bid, sensual, psychedelic horrors weren’t exactly the last word, they 
did explode the limited notions of how war could be represented on 
screen. Robert Altman’s lonely STREAMERS (1983) showed up four 
years later, but the time was wrong for this trying chamber drama of 
young soldiers in emotional, physical, and sexual preparation for 
Vietnam. 

Two decades after THE GREEN BERETS we're still getting new fuel 
for the left and right—the latter getting roused by the same rabble 
that gave John Wayne a hard-on: Syivester Stallone in FIRST BLOOD 
(1982), RAMBO: FIRST BLOOD PART 2 (1985), and Chuck Norris 
(whose anger over PLATOON actually gets newspaper coverage: “I 
mean, jeez, if you want all that realism, if you want to be depressed, 
you can watch the news at night”), busy getting his rocks off with 
MISSING IN ACTION (1984) and MISSING IN ACTION 2: THE BEGIN- 
NING (1985). In the wake of Oliver Stone, one wonders what the reac- 
tion will be when these malodorous wet dreams spawn sequels this 
year. They're accompanied, for better or worse, by Richard Donner's 
marginal and dreadful LETHAL WEAPON, Lionel Chetwynd’s ponder- 
ous HANOI! HILTON (which gets mean-spirited in its depiction of a 
Jane Fonda-type actress who obnoxiously tries to get a rise of protest 
‘out of the POWs), John Irvin's HAMBURGER HILL, Robert Redford’s 
‘Sundance project 84 CHARLIE MOPIC, Karel Reisz’s BABE WEST with 
Goldie Hawn (!?), and the two most promising: Stanley Kubrick's 
FULL METAL JACKET and Francis Ford Coppola's second ultimate 
Vietnam film, GARDENS OF STONE.

If you breed a male and a female poly- 
ploid, are the resulting seeds polyploid?

Yes. Polyploids are plants with double 
the normal number of chromosomes. 
These plants can be bred with di- 
ploid (normal) plants, but the resulting 
crosses are infertile. They produce 
fertile offspring only when crossed to 
another polyploid. 

Although many growers have 
claimed to have polyploid plants, | 
have never seen a verified case.

marijuana breeders in Holland 
She grows only outdoors 
Since Holland lies at the 53rd 
parallel, further north than 
most of the United States, her 
plants have been bred to grow 
hardy and mature early. In 
more southerly climes, the 
plants do even better, growing 
bigger buds than in Holland 

Dr. Weed likes sativa highs 
which are spacey and soaring, 
rather than the heavy, down 
highs of most indicas. Her 
breeding program has been 
both scientific and intuitive, 
and has brought the world 
some very good dope 

The Good Doctor is truly 
dedicated to developing better 
strains of marijuana adapted to 
the Dutch environment. These 
varieties are also well adapted 
to the Northern states of the 
US since they are potent, fast 
maturing, need only low light 
and are fairly mold resistant 
The more southerly an area 
they grow in, the earlier they 
will come in, (This is because 
the number of hours of 
darkness needed to trigger 
flowering occurs earlier in the 
summer the closer one gets to 
the equator) 

On my last trip to Holland, 
she told me her story 

"Most of the imported 
marijuana available in coffee 
shops here is inferior to the 
stuff available 15 years ago. 
Instead, I grow my own. | 
haven't smoked anything 
except Dutch sinse for the last 
ten years. 

“Istarted growing in 
containers in front of my 
window. I carried the plants 
from window to window each 
day as the sun's position 
changed. The next year I grew 
a few plants in containers on 
my roof. The seeds were from 
a friend and they had been 
grown in Holland for eight 
years. They started flowering 
at the beginning of August and 
were ripe in mid September, 
but they were seeded. 

“Then I squatted a house 
with a garden and a big roof. | 
planted the seeds I had grown 
as well as indica from a friend 
in California. That year I 
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crossed the indica with the 
Dutch sativa. The next year! 
looked for as many different 
varieties as possible to 
continue my breeding work. | 
kept detailed records of the 
hundreds of crosses. 

“That spring I started gi 
away packets of seeds, 
instructions, on Sundays in 
Vondelpark (a very popular 
park in the heart of 
Amsterdam). The police were 
after me because it was 
forbidden to sell. But they 
couldn't do anything about me 
because there was no law 
against giving the seeds away. 
People didn't believe that they 
could get high from Dutch 
weed, but after a single joint 
they were lying in the grass. 
Then I took a Dutch bicycle- 
truck and filled it with plants 
so people could see how well 
the plants could grow. 
Everybody was asking 
questions about how to do it, 
so I was practically giving 
lessons in the park. That's how 
I got my nickname, ‘Dr, Weed.’ 

"Over the years, Ihave 
developed about 40 fairly 
stable varieties. They are 
mostly hybrids, but | also have 
some pure varieties which 
have been acclimated to 
Dutch conditions. They are all 
perfect for small containers 
and grow here to heights 
which vary from about 1 to 
2 meters 

"have both purple and 
green variants of most 
varieties. I find that the purple 
plants are stronger than the 
green plants. They are more 
vigorous and can withstand 
the rain without molding; they 
grow faster, and are more 
resinous than their green 
counterparts. The highs are 
also more intense than the 
green's highs, 

“Some of my favorites are 
the Double Dutch, Adapted 
Hindu-Kush, Adapted Skink 
(originally from Sacred 
Seeds), and Dr. Weed!s 
Special.” 

The Good Doctor is more of 
a breeder than a business 
person. She does not sell seeds 
by mail order, they are 
available only in the Yo Yo 
Coffeeshop located at 2

Following the “RIPPLE-EFFECT”’ Through Western 


Europe

Many Are Called, 
but Few Can Afford 
the Air Fare 


| he “Ripple-Effect" is a sci- 
entific-sounding theory 
that describes how all drug in- 
novations begin at the corner 
of Haight and Ashbury Streets 
im San Francisco, and spread 
im slow concentric circles all 
the way around the world to 
the People's Republic of 
China. There, they disappear, 
because China claims that it 
has no drug problem, or even 
phenomenon 

When the experimenters in 
the Haight are again ambula- 
tory, or at least able to crawl, 
they usually negotiate the one 
block west and half-a-block 
south to the Haight Ashbury 
Free Medical Clinic. At the 
Clinic we develop ways to treat 
whatever they've done to 
themselves and pass that in- 
formation on to other health 
professionals along the ripple- 
route. This is called clinical re- 
search, development, and 
training. 

As coauthors of HIGH TIMES’ 
“Drug Abuse Folio," Dai E. 
Smith, MD, the Clinic's 
founder and medical director, 
and | have also brought you, 
the general public, up-to-date 
information on the nature, his- 
tory. epidemiology. and dan- 
gers of psychoactive drugs. 
Most of our other activites are 
usually confined to North 
America, and involve lectur- 
ing, consulting, and providing 
technical assistance to other 
treatment programs. This past 


fall, however, I had a rare op- 
portunity to get farther out 
along the ripple-route. My 
wife, a teacher of English as a 
second language in San Fran- 
cisco, was awarded a half-year 
sabbatical to study teaching 
methods in France. | felt that 
going along was worth the sa- 
crifice, even though it meant 
giving up for several months 
the joys of writing HIGH TIMES 
columns about asp’ and 
other “dangerous” drugs. By 
setting aside personal safety 
and comfort, and traveling to 
such primitive and dangerous 
places as the Swiss Alps and 
the French Riviera, | could see 
at first hand what the real drug 
situation was in these dark, 
forbidding areas. At least, 
that's what | told David Smith 
and the editors at HIGH TIMES. 

Over the years, European 
program directors and health 
politicos have visited the 
Haight Ashbury Free Medical 
Clinic. These provided con- 
tacts, and soon I had a health 
itinerary of people and pro- 
France, Swit- 
zerland, Austria, and Italy. The 
first port of call was Paris. 

There | was in France: the 
hunting ground of Popeye 
Doyle; the birthplace of the 
French Connection. There was 
much to learn from these peo- 
ple. The first big difference | 
encountered was that every- 
body spoke French. | do not 
speak French. This made for 
some immediate problems in 
communication, but | got the 
facts anyway. 

Paris appears to have two 
primary drug treatment pro- 


grams. Centre Medical Mar- 


mottan is a briskly efficient 
hospital unit on rue d'Armaille, 
acouple of blocks from the Arc 
d'Triumph. Unfortunately, its 
director, Docteur Olieven- 
stein, who has visited our 
clinic several times, was off 
somewhere in Brazil, and the 
person in charge had his lin- 
guistic needle stuck on “Ow 
can I 'elp you in some way?” 
L’Abbay, on the other hand, is 
a somewhat vague and 
amorphous collection of ser- 
vices, the boundaries of which 
seemed to get lost in transla- 
tion. Our highly technical dis- 
cussions usually filtered 
through a secretary who spoke 
a little English, and my wife, 
who speaks a very little 
French. 

But! did gather that France's 
primary drug problemis heroin 
addiction, followed by the 
usual civilized spread of up- 
pers, downers, and assorted 
prescription niceties. Availa- 
ble treatment, at least in Paris, 
includes professional detoxifi- 
cation and aftercare ata pretty 
sophisticated level. There are 
also chapters of both Alcoho- 
lics Anonymous and Narcotics 
Anonymous. One of the L'Ab- 
bay psychiatrists, Dr. Bernard 
Kalamay, who | had met briefly 
in San Francisco, invited us to 
an English-speaking chapter of 
NA. After the meeting, we 
joined some of the group for 
dessert and talk at a cafe near 
the Place d'Bastille. They and 
Bernard were all well-versed 
on the disease concept of ad- 
diction and vented their frus- 
tration at other French 
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toxicomanes, or drug treat- 
ment professionals, who st 
followed a “detoxify ‘em and 
turn 'em loose" attitude to- 
ward treatment. 

On another night, we had 

inner with a group of toxicolo- 
gists at a snazzy seafood res- 
taurant in Montparnasse. 
There the talk swirled around 
receptor-site science and the 
relation between neurotrans- 
mitters and addiction. | was 
left with the impression that 
the French have accomplished 
a great deal in this area, but 
have done so ina state of isola- 
tion, at least with regard to 
work done in the United 
States. However, much of their 
research has paralleled our 
own, and they were cheered to 
have some speculations con- 
firmed by what! could tell them 
of clinical work in this country. 

It's pretty hard to keep one's 
mind of business in Paris. 
Paris is an exceedingly cosmo- 
politan city. The smells and 
cultures of Asia, Africa, the 
Near East, and the South Seas 
mingle in the subways and in 
the maze of streets on the Left 
Bank. Then there's the sun 
shining on the river itself, with 
its traffic of painted barges; on 
the Isle de la Cité, where we 
saw dried opium-poppy pods 
in the flower market; on the 
Isle de St. Louis, where you 
can buy the best ice cream in 
the world; on the market street 
of rue Moufftard where the clo- 
chards sometimes outnumber 
the hawkers. Wait a minute: 
What's a clochard? 


The Clochards of 
Paris 


Alcoholism is probably wide- 
spread in Paris and in the rest 
of France, but public inebria- 
tion is rare. An exception to 
this rule is found in the antics 
of a small but demonstrative 
segment of the population 
known as clochards. These 
folks are the French version of 
the classic ‘‘skid-row wino,” 
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and more. When the film Down 
and Out in Beverly Hills was 
distributed in France, it was re- 
titled Beverly Hills Clochard. 
They're most often found in 
parks, metro stations, or pee- 
ing in doorways in Paris and 
throughout the provinces. 
Their drug of choice, always in 

is bulk vin rouge or- 
ir. This harsh and heady 
grape juice runs twelve to four- 
teen percent alcohol and is 
available directly from casks 
at four to six francs per liter 


(about 60 to 90 cents Ameri- 
can). The negociants, or wine- 
sellers, will provide a bottle for 
one or two francs extra, but 
most of their customers prefer 
to bring in their own bottles 
and refill them on the spot. 
Judging from their condition, 
some of these liter containers 
are heirlooms and may have 
been in constant use since the 
time of the French Revolution. 

The clochards are not a new 
phenomenon. With their 
ragged, clotted clothing, mat- 
ted hair and beards, and crusty 
bottles, they have wandered 
through the pages of French 
literature, celebrated and de- 
plored by the likes of Emile 
Zola and Victor Hugo. On at 
least a couple of occasions, 
American television programs 
have zeroed in on the clo- 
chards, presenting them as 
proof that most French men 


and women become alcoholics 
when they get old. First off, 
most clochards are not old, 
they just look that way. Sec- 
ondly, such selective stereo- 
typing would be like some 
foreign company featuring a 
group of skid-row winos as 
“typical American senior citi- 
zens." 

Alcoholism is coming to be 
recognized as a serious prob- 
lem overseas, though, and not 
limited to such chronic street 
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drunks as the clochards. After 
all, one can get just as hung up 
on Napoleon brandy and 
Glenlivit as one can on six- 
franc ordinal 

From Paris, we traveled 
through southwestern France. 
After a red-eye train trip to 
Vienna, Austria, for a one-day 
lecture, we headed south into 
Italy. 


Relativity on the 
Via Veneto 


A mistake that is often made in 
trying to deal with drug and al- 
cohol abuse as a world prob- 
lem is thinking that whatever 
works over here is going to 
work over there. Cultures may 
have alot of superficial similar- 
ities, but there are also differ- 
ences that can call for different 
approaches to both prevention 
and treatment. These differ- 
ences are not a matter of one 


country being “ahead” of an- 
other. Often it's a question of 
relativity. 

A good example of this re- 
lativity can be seen in the dif- 
ferent approaches taken to 
heroin treatment in the United 
States and in Italy. The self- 
help movement, a backbone of 
long-term treatment and re- 
covery here, was virtually un- 
known to the Italian health 
professionals | met. The rea- 
son may lie in the cultural dif- 
ferences between heroin 
abusers in both countries. The 
American heroin abuser is 
usually a loner, living alone or 
with another addict, while his 
Italian counterpart usually 
lives at home and relies on his 
family for support. This is not 
unusual. Most unmarried Ital- 
ians, no matter what their age 
or proclivities, live with their 
parents and siblings. As a con- 
sequence, the family often 
functions as a small thera- 
peutic community for the re- 
covering addict. Much 
treatment is based on family 
therapy, and given a culture in 
which the extended family is 
alive and well and in which 
people rarely travel far from 
home, it is relatively success- 
ful. 

Detoxification is usually car- 
ried out in large urban hos; 
tals, such as the 7,000-bed unit 
at which I spoke in Rome. What 
institutional long-term treat- 
ment exists consists of rural 
therapeutic communi 
ten run by representat 
the Church. One of these, 
which is housed in an ancient 
castle near Padua, contributes 
to its own upkeep by running a 
gourmet restaurant that is fa- 
mous throughout Italy. 

Heroin addiction is a major 
concern in Italy, but the coun- 
try is also bracing itself for 
new innovations coming down 
the ripple-route. The Italian of- 
ficials and health profession- 
als have been watching the 
American media and are very 


worried about cocaine, espe- 
cially crack. 


| carefully explained the na- 
ture of cocaine. | told profes- 
sional audiences that no 
matter what American televi- 
sion anchorpersons had said, 
crack by itself is not the great- 
est scourge since the Four 
Horsemen of the Apocalypse. 
Crack is not some new drug, 
but a way of processing and 
packaging free-base cocaine 
so that it can be sold easily on 
the street. All forms of co- 
caine, no matter what the dos- 
age or means of ingestion, are 
dangerous and can be fatal.

caine addicts certainly need to 
avoid cocaine. But wine? | was. 
speaking in a country where 
wine at mealtime is the rule 
and at a hospital where staff 
and patients took wine with 
their meals as a matter of 
course, and where staff and 
their guests could go down the 
hall to the hospital bar for a 
brandy, a whisky, or a glass of 
chianti. 


Trouble in

In Lucerne, Switzerland, we 
visited one of the most memo- 
rable people in the field of sub- 
stance abuse treatment. A 
number of years ago, Dr. Karl 
sler gave up a lucrative pe- 
jatrics practice in the San 
Francisco Bay Area to become 
medical director for what was 
then an exciting new approach 
to drug and alcohol addiction, 
Synanon. “I was bored," he 
says of that career change, 
“and working with Dietrich 
and the others represented a 
real challenge.” 

He moved to Lucerne about a 
decade ago, and it's easy to 
see why. Our first morning we 
stepped onto the terrace of our 
hotel room and were bathed in 
pure October sunlight. A fresh 
powder of snow dusted the 
mountain tops across a deep 
blue lake, and the air was so 
fresh and clean that we could 
stand it.

The fact that it contain: bestos 
makes me feel differently about it. In 
the future, | will be much more careful 
about avoiding contact with the dry 
material, which is very dusty. 

Ihave also reviewed a reprint titled 
“Review of the Present Knowledge 
Concerning the Biological Effects of 
Man-Made Mineral Fibres (MMMF)"by 
Dr. J. W. Hill, Chairman of JEMRB. This 
yonsored organiza- 
tion and Dr. Hill’s study was spon- 
sored by the industry. Dr. Hill 
examined two groups of studies of 
mineral fiber (Rockwool) workers. 
One group was in Europe and the 
other in the U.S. The report covered 
observations on more than 41,000 
workers with more than 680,000 hu- 
man-years of exposure. 

Below are important excerpts from 
report. 


1.2. AU (LUNG CANCER) 
“Whilst neither MMMF study showsan 
overall excess of cancer of the lung, 
both reveal an excess in the group of 
workers with 30 years or more from 
first exposure as compared with na- 
yerages. Trends to increasing 
with time from first exposure 
can be observed in both studies, but 
careful analysis in the European study 
revealed no consistent, across-fac- 
tory, or statistically significant pat- 
terns. 

“Trends to increasing mortality with 
time from first exposure seem more 
readily apparent with Rockwool [than 
with glass wool—Edr.], but the some- 
what different constitution of the Eu- 
ropean and American cohorts, 
combined with the presence of co- 
founders (other causes—such as as- 
bestas) render the data insufficiently 
strong to support such a distinction.”

It's pretty good, but since you are al- 
ready planning to dig a hole in which 
to place the buckets, why use buckets 
at all? Fora soilless mixture you could 
try Rockwool or foam rubber (either a 
solid piece or chips). Both are very 
light and easy to trek in. 


Dear Ed, 

In the February 1987 issue of HIGH 
TIMES instructions were given for mak- 
ing hash from plant material by extracting 
it with petroleum ether. A safer and less 
expensive procedure is to use dry-clean- 
ing solvent (1,1,1-trichloroethane). The 
solvent is less toxic, nonflammable, and 
available in many stores that sell cleaning 
supplies. Since fire is not a danger, the 
solvent can be recycled by heating the 
solution and using a condenser to re- 
cover the solvent. Good ventilation 
should be used. 

Trichloroethane is an excellent solvent. 
Unfortunately, it also extracts the 
chlorophyll, producing a black-green, 
tarlike hash. The hash can be purified by 
redissolving it in a small amount of petro- 
leum ether or white gas, which dissolves 
THC but not chlorophyll, and then evapo- 
rating the solution (outdoors).

Dear Ed, 

Would wild hemp make a good breed- 
ing stock? The hemp would be a pure 
breed from all the years of self-breeding. | 
am thinking of crossing a wild sativa with 
apure indica strain. Would it cause a loss 
of potency?

Hemp would make a good breeding 
stock for several reasons. It is well 
adapted to the area in which it is grow- 
ing, ripens early enough to reproduce 
each year, and is probably resistant to 
local diseases. While a hemp patch 
has some fairly uniform characteris- 
tics, there is quite a bit of diversity 
within it. 

Ina temperate climate, where condi- 
tions tend to vary from year to year, a 
patch with a bit of genetic diversity 
has a greater chance of survival than 
‘one that is more uniform. 

Chances are that the hemp plants 
have a low level of THC, although 
some midwestern hemp has tested as. 
high as three percent THC. If the hemp 
plants do have a low level of THC, the 
hybrid will not be nearly as potent as. 
the indica. The hybrid plants should 
be backcrossed to the indica for 
several generations, making sure to 
choose plants that have retained the 
favorable hemp characteristics such 
as earliness and hardiness. 


Dear Ed, 
Will altitude have any bearing on how 
well an Afghani variety grows?

Altitude does not seem to affect the 
growth of the plant. However, the 
amount of U.V. light exposure is much 
higher at higher altitudes. Some re- 
searchers claim that U.V. affects po- 
tency. My observations are that U.V. 
does not affect potency.

purple colors develop in older 
plants, usually in the flowering. 
Some strains have a 
predisposition to developing 
purple leaves, When those strains 
are subjected to cool 
temperatures, which occurs 
during the plants’ maturation 
period in the autumn, the older 
leaves change from green to 
purple. I have seen Afghani plants 
that were removed froma 
greenhouse change completely 
from green to purple after only 
two day’s exposure to the cooler 
outside temperatures. The 
temperature difference between 
the greenhouse and the outdoors 
couldn't have been more than 10 
degrees, with outdoor nighttime 
temperatures between 40 and 50 
degrees Fahrenheit. All of the 
females were sisters, yet those 
that stayed in the greenhouse 
remained green, while those 
moved outside turned 
completely purple. There 
possibility that the cooler 
weather somehow affects the 
plants’ metabolization of 
phosphorous, which in turn 


is the 


affects the the color of the leaves. 

‘The female flower bracts (the 
“pods” that hold the seeds and 
which are the most potent parts 
of the marijuana plant) are 
usually green but can also appear 
deep purple. Any color 
combinations of different plant 
parts on the same plant are 
possible—a plant with green 
stems, purple leaves, and white 
stigmas, or a plant with red stems, 
green leaves, and purple flower 
bracts, and so on. 

In the living plant the most 
striking and desirable colors, 
simply for aesthetic reasons, are

1.3. AU (Non-Malignant 
Respiratory Disease) 
“Considering nonmalignant respira- 
tory disease (excluding influenza and 
pneumonia), no statistically signifi- 
cant SMR, or consistent pattern or 
trend, was found in the European 
study. Whilst the U.S. study showed 
an access of nonmalignant respira- 
tory disease, there is in no case a 
strong positive association between 
intensity of exposure and mortality. 
Nor was there any relation with either 
duration of time from first exposure. 
Indeed, the SMRs tended to be lowest 
In those groups with the highest expo- 
‘sure—in some instances even show- 
ing a downward trend as exposure 
increased. 

“Previously published cohort stud- 
les of production workers have been 
Inconsistent in finding excesses of 
non-malignant respiratory disease. 
They have also been open to criticism 
of the wide categorisation of disease, 
which includes conditions (like silico- 
sis) which most likely arise from previ- 
‘ous exposure to dusty trades.” 


In the future, be 
more careful about 
avoiding contact 
with dry medium 
material. 


1.4. AU (Cross-Sectional 
Morbidity Studies) 

“The European and American studies 
have been carefully done, and are con- 
sistent with numerous cross-sec- 
tional studies using sophisticated 
tests of lung function, and highly stan- 
dardized questionnaires on both cur- 
rent workers and pensioners. All 
agree in failing to show any associa- 
tlon between respiratory symptoms 
and exposure to MMM fibres. 

“One study in the U.S. and another 
in the U.K. are in agreement in finding 
an approximately ten percent incl- 
dence of small opacities on chest x- 
rays. The American investigator 
considered a possible relation to ex- 
posure to fine fibers, but as the U.K. 
findings were in a factory which did 
not manufacture such products, there 
Is doubt about this association. 

“The experimental design of these 
two studies did not call for compari- 
son with an external control group 
such as dwellers in the same town. 
These x-ray findings are below the 


ft 


level of clinical significance and there 
is no evidence that they are progres- 
sive, but the cause remains un- 
known. 

“The report discussed standardized 
animal studies as well as epidemlo- 
logical investigations: 


Further confirmation (of MMM's 
safety) comes from Le Bouffant of 
CERCHAR, who exposed groups of 48 
rats by inhalation to dust clouds of 5 
MGM/N3 EACH of commercial glass 
and Rockwool, together with glass 
microfibre and chrysotile asbestos. He 
concluded that the lung reaction to 
MMMF was limited to a simple alvelor 
macrophage reaction (normal cell 
defense mechanism with slight 
fibrosis in the case of microfibres, and 
considered their carcinogenic power 
to be ‘practically non-existant.’ 


“A small South African study on ba- 
boons suggested the production of fi- 
brosis by fine glass fibres, but has 
failed to satisfy an international panel 
of consultant pathologists that it was 
not the result of baboon paristalogy.” 


2.3. AU (Cell and Tissue 
Studies) 


“In his serial sacrifice animals, 
Wagner found that the fibres from the 
lungs of rats exposed to MMMF had 
developed etching on their surfaces 
after one week, and that this increased 
with time, becoming apparent as irreg- 
ularities In the outline of the fibres, 
with loss of electron density and pit- 
ting of their surfaces. 

“In a separate series of experiments 
on rats, Morgan observed the same 
process with loss of one-third of fibre 
diameter after six months. 

“Further light is thrown upon this by 
the earlier in-vitro experiments of 
Klingholz and Vorster, who showed 
that In dynamic model solutions of 
lung fluid, a gel layer was very rapidly 
formed on the surface of the fibres, 
which lost alkaline earth ions in solu- 
tion and developed pitting of the sur- 
face. These effects would reduce the 
mechanical stability of the fibres, and 
in the case of fine fibres the gel would 
rapidly replace the entire substance of 
the fibre.” @

Ger: who want a more con- 
trolled environment for their crops, 
more dependable light, atmosphere, 
and soil conditions, and freedom from 
“airborne pests” are discovering that 
modern technology can duplicate the 
sun and improve substantially on many 
environmental conditions that are other- 
wise difficult or impossible to control. The 
result has been that farms, including 
marijuana farms, are moving indoors, 
where their only serious enemy is the 
search warrant 


Indoor warrants present 
special problems 


Indoor farming is a new and troublesome 
area for the police. Indoor operators are 
secretive; where there is no reliable in- 
formant ready to swear that he or she has 
actually seen the farm, evidence of prob- 
able cause’ is circumstantial and conclu- 
sory. Search warrants for indoor grow 
rooms are therefore difficult for the police 
to obtain. The result: opportunities for ef- 
fective defense. The necessarily specu- 
lative or conclusory affidavits supporting 
these search warrants may be vulnera- 
ble to legal attack 

The clandestine nature of indoor grow- 
ing operations often leads to long search 
warrant affidavits padded with boiler- 
plate in which the affiant tells the magis- 
trate of his years of training and experi- 
ence as a narcotics officer, followed by a 
collection of equivocal factual allega- 
tions, and the officer's conclusion that 
everything he or she has observed and 
reported is “consistent” with an indoor 
growing operation 

The police may have to scramble to 
put together an affidavit. This means they 
will cut corners, try to sell conclusions as 
facts, ask that the magistrate inter 


criminal activity from innocent conduct 
‘or ambiguous police observations, and 
even stretch the truth on occasion, feel- 
ing that they will be safe, as they always 
have been, behind the face of the affida- 
vit. This leaves room for an aggressive 
defense. Here is how it is done: 


1. Preliminary evaluation of 
warrant 


Where a search warrant affidavit con- 
tains more than two or three elements, it 
is useful to organize them onan outline or 
wall chart for purposes of evaluation, and 
later for argument.

This outline is an abbreviation of what 
you might come up with. After you have 
completely investigated the case, and 
entered your results on the right side of 
the chart, the chart will be useful in argu- 
ing the defects of the warrant tothe judge 
at the suppression hearing. 


2. Investigation 

The most important step in challenging 
indoor-growing search warrants is inves- 
tigation. A good investigator, one who 
understands the legal issues and the po- 
lice techniques used to gather evidence 
in these cases (and to camouflage police 
errors, trespasses, and misrepresenta- 
tions), is essential. The investigator will 
be working from the original outline. His 
job parallels the legal challenge to the 
search warrant, and thus should be di- 
rected at undermining the sources of 
probable cause in the affidavit. The 
sources of probable cause are the tips, 
leads, and other investigative results that 
first raise suspicion and then lead to a 
search. The most frequently encoun- 
tered elements fall into two general cate- 
gories 

(a)Police informants, including “con- 
cerned citizens,” jilted lovers, and 
busted or otherwise disgruntled friends 
or associates; 

(b) Police investigation, including ser- 
veillance of the suspect and the sus- 
pected location, examination of records. 
of power consumption, attempts to get 
close enough to smell the odor of grow- 
ing marijuana, either by trespass or ruse, 
and high-technology equipment, such 
as infrared scanners.

Do you ever go out to movies anymore? I've slacked off a bit my- 
self. How about 20 years ago? Most people remember 1967 for 
drugs, riots, pop festivals, Haight-Ashbury, Vietnam, and the 
campaign for an election that Nixon would later win. Paul McCart- 
ney used LSD and Jayne Mansfield lost her head. The average 
American movie-ticket price went over one dollar for the first 
time, and the film industry experienced the biggest drop in atten- 
dance in its history. It was also the last year of the 34-year-old, 
puritanical Hays censorship code. The only '67 movie that made 
over $30 million was THE JUNGLE BOOK, a Disney cartoon. 
The biggest money loser was DOCTOR DOOLITTLE. Some of 
the best releases were BONNIE AND CLYDE, with its shocking 
slo-mo gunfire deaths, POINT BLANK’s view of modern-day or- 
ganized crime, and the stark, black-and-white IN COLD 
BLOOD. Spies were everywhere: James Bond in YOU ONLY 
LIVE TWICE and (sort of) in CASINO ROYALE; Matt Helm in 
THE AMBUSHERS; and Harry Palmer in THE BILLION DOL- 
LAR BRAIN. All three Sergio Leone/Clint Eastwood man-with- 
no-name Italian “spaghetti westerns” were released in 
America, and hardcore Elvis fans sat through EASY COME, 
EASY GO, DOUBLE TROUBLE, and CLAMBAKE. There were 
urban nightmares on view in TO SIR WITH LOVE and UP THE 
DOWN STAIRCASE, inner city school dramas, and THE INCI- 
DENT showed how much fun it can be to ride New York City sub- 
ways. ‘Adults only" movies included CARMEN BABY, 
COMMON LAW CABIN, and THE GIRLS, THE BOY, AND 
‘THE PILL by Herschell Gordan Lewis, who was also responsible 
for TASTE OF BLOOD, THE GRUESOME TWOSOME, 
BLAST OFF GIRLS (about a rock 'n’ roll band), and SANTA 
VISITS THE MAGIC LAND OF MOTHER GOOSE for the lit- 
tlest brats. Arty trashmaster Roger Corman made THE TRIP and 
THE ST. VALENTINE’S DAY MASSACRE. Starlet of the Year 
award went to Mimsy Farmer for THE DEVIL’S ANGELS, RIOT 
ON SUNSET STRIP, and HOT RODS TO HELL. Runnerup 
went to Sharon Tate, for DON’T MAKE WAVES, THE VALLEY 
OF THE DOLLS, EVE OF THE DEVIL, and THE FEARLESS: 
VAMPIRE KILLERS. Billy Jack, our first Rambo, fought bikers 
in BORN LOSERS, while Jack Nicholson played a biker in 
HELL’S ANGELS ON WHEELS. A Timothy Leary-clone was 
assassinated in THE LOVE-INS, and a Jim Morrison-like rock 
star was cynically manipulated by the British government and the 
church in PRIVILEGE. British horror included THE DEVIL’S 
OWN, FRANKENSTEIN CREATED WOMAN, and THE 
SORCERERS. The worst British horror movie was THE FRO- 
ZEN DEAD (revived Nazis); the worst homegrown horror was 
DR. TERROR’S OF HORROR. (Watch for both of 
them!) Possibly the best movie of the whole incredible year was
